Subject. —Scheme for the licensing of cotton handloom products (other than fabrics) 
to U.S-A. during October, 1972— -January, 1973, 

No. 28-ETC(PN)/72.— Reference Public Notice No. 27-ETC(PN)/72, dated the 
25th October, 1973- 

2. It has been represented that the implementation of the policy announced 
in the Public Notice referred to in para 1 above will result in hardship to exporters 
who had already booked firm orders for the export of cotton handlooom made-ups 
(including readymade garments) to USA in October, 1972 or earlier. To give 
relief to such exporters, it has been decided that export of cotton handloom 
made-ups (including readymade garments) to USA will be licensed freely, on 
shipping bills, till the 4th November, 1972, against firm contracts for exports 
during October, 1972, or earlier, provided such shipping bills are endorsed by 
the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council and are accompanied by the 
prescribed Inspection certificates, etc. The Exporters concerned should intimate 
full particulars of shipments made to the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council (for readymade garments), or the Handloom Export Promotion Council 
(for other made-ups) while applying for allocations for shipments during October, 
1972—January 1973, in accordance with the policy announced in the Public 
Notice referred to in para 1 above, 
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3. Registered exporters who have commitments for exports during October, 
1072, or earlier, are advised to approach the Lincensmg Authorities at Ports, 
through the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council.
